Lob AHOELES, February 23.—There 


was a severe (hock of earthquake here at 
11.14 p.m. The vibrationi were north to 
south. The durations of the shocks wal 
fifteen seconds. Clock! stopped, win- 
dows rattled and chandaliera vibrated 
-torn two to three feet. No damage re- 
ported. 


San Dief>o-*-Tho most violent earth- 


quake shock ever experienced here 
routed the people out of bed at 11.14 to- 
night. The movement began at that 
"time and contrary to usual experience 
continued nearly a minute. It waa very 
severe. Buildings swayed so mnch .that 
gnesta in the hotels and private houses 
were awakened from sound eleep and 
rushed to the street iu their night wraps. 
'The shock lasted eo long Uiat people bad 
•time to descend from the third and 
fourth stories, look back and cm the 
building still swaying. Loud rambling 
accompanied the tremble. No damage 
•done.

Here is what the TJnion 
saye: "The attorney general thought 
the opinions of the snpreme court are aa 
changeable as the weather. He said • 
that the supervisors have an undoubted • 
right to appoint deputies. The snpreme 
court loat Bight of section, article 11, of 
the constitution, for it is not mentioned 
in their decision. AH deputies are mn- , 
mcipal officers and tbat clause goes to 
show that the constitution authorizes 
the legislature to fix the salary of depn- ' 
ties without taking it out of the salary of 
tbe heads of tbo departments. 'There is 
one thing certain and that is that if th> 
decision of the Supreme courtholds that 
the-auperviaora cannot appoint deputies, 
why that in itself knocks the County 
Government Act clear ont. 


"The chief justice told me that the 


decision did'not apply to Los Angeles 
county, therefore it does not to San 
Diepo- county. 
General Hart, in con- 


clusion, stated that the supreme court . 
meets in Los Angeles in April, and if.' 
yon wish you can havo it tested, bnt it ia 
my opinion that it would be entirely 
nnnessary. 1 have conversed with a few 
of the supreme-judge, and I think they 
will reconsider their decision should the 
cage be reheard. Auditor Miller asked 
the general: 'Do you think I have the 
right to draw warrants for deputies' 
salaries?'

Yesterday afternoon District Attorney 


Tupper reported to the board of super- 
visors his coufctruction of tho recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in the case 
of Dougherty vs. Austin, which involved 
the- oQpstion whether Eupemsore could 
legally appoint deputies for Bnch county 
officials as needed them. 


After referring to hia foimer conclu- 


sion drawn from the decision of the eu- 
preme court, which was given in THE 
RKPL-LJCAS; at the lime, the diotriet at- 
torney finds that the counties ot the j 
eighth claes are not included in the sec- ! 
tiun of the county government act, pro- : 
vidine for the Appointment of deputies, 
and that the only provision made in this 
direction for counties of the eighth class 
is for the appointment of deputy consta- 
bles, and the appointment of an addi- 
tional deputy each for the sheriff and 
county clerk for each additional judge 
appointed or elected. Also for tho ap- 
pointment of an aeaiatont district attor- 
ney. 


The rest of the opinion is as follows: 
"If upon a rehearing of the case ap- 


pealed from Marin county, the supreme 
court of this state adheres to its decision 
already rendered therein, the provisions 
of the county government act juet re- 
cited, conferring authority on the board 
of supervisors to allow deputies in euch 
particular instances, and to provide for 
the payment of their compensation, be- 
come void and of no effect. • Therefore 
without any consideration of the decis- 
ion in the case appealed from Marin 
county, the supervisors of Fresno county 
Uave no authority under the county gov- 
ernment act, as the same now stands, to 
allow deputies and provide for tho pay- 
ment of the compensation of the eame 
for any county officer, not included in 
the foregoing exceptions. 


"The connty government act of 1S91, 


which wei:t into effect on April I of that 
year, places Freano county in counties of 
the eighth class. The ace provides that 
in counties of the eighth class the re- 
corder may appoint a chief deputy at a 
salary of $125 per month, and an index- 
ing deputy at a salary of $100 per month, 
and a comparing deputy at a salary of $100 
per month. He may also appoint such 
copyists ae are neceeeary to properly per- 
form the duties of his office at a compen- 
sation not to exceed li cents ppr folio far 
; 


each and every folio copied, etc., etc. It' 
alflo provides that the countv clerk may i 
appoint a deputy who Bhall'receive from 
the connty a salary of ?1500 per annum. 
It al£0 provides that the sheriff may ap- 
point: one under-sheriff at a salary of 
$150 per month, three deputies at a sal- 
ary of $100 per month each and a jailor 
at a salary of $100 per month. It also 
provides that the district attorney may 
appoint an assistant district attorney at 
a salary of $150 per mouth, and a deputy 
district attorney at a salary of $125 per 
month. 


"These provisions of the connty go 


ernment act, if constitutional, have beea 
in fuli force and effect since April 1,1891, 
and the appointments and qualifications 
of the two assistant district attorneys, 
and the assistant district attorney pro- 
vided for therein, have been since that 
time made, and qualified, nnder the 
provisions of said county government 
act. 


'I am of the opinion that the provis- 


ions of the connty government act relat- 
ing to counties of the eighth class here 
enumerated are constitutional and in 
force and effect, because, First, the as- 
sistants and deputies so provided for are 
officers created by the legislature, and 
thdr compensation fixed by the legisla- 
ture at definite flams, the selection of the 
appointees only being vested in tha offi- 
cers making the appointment. Such pro- 
visions dp not increase the compensation 
of the principal during his term of office. 
" The legislature, under constitutional 


guidance, directly provides for the ap- 
pointment of each BFsistantB and depu- 
ties and regulates their compensation, 
and the unifoam operation required by 
the constitution of all laws of this char- 
acter is substantially complied with, in 
that all conntiea of that particular claia, 
to-wit: the eiehth clasfi, are controlled 
by the same legislative provisions. The 
decision of the superior court of Fresno 
county in the case of Welsh vs. Bramlett, 
wherein the judge held the provision of 
the connty government act [of ^1891, 
which authorizes the appointment of an 
assistant district attorney at a salary jf 
$200 per month, to be unconstitutional,

Yesterday morning Jack Smith was 


admitted to bail by Judge Holmes in the 
sum of $8000. The bondsmen were se- 
cured iu the afternoon, and at 3 o'clock 
Smith feit what it is to be a free man 
again. 


His suroties are John M. Ryan, S. "W. 


Henry, John J. Bates and E. C. Van 
Eps. 


The history of the case is too fresh in 


the people's memory to require to be 
given again at length. While the fall 
meeting of 1890 was in progress Smith 
and Percy Williams got into a quarrel 
over a game of cards at the Hughes 
hotel one night. They came fo blows 
and Williams shot at -Smith, Smith re- 
turned fire, wounding Williams fatally. 


Smith was tried and convicted of man- 


slaughter, receiving the full penalty. He 
appealed to the supreme court, claiming 
that the lower cnnrt had permitted the 
introduction of incompetent testimony 
on a pivotal point, and that his theory of 
self defense had been prejudiced by that 
evidence which was given by Dr. Hayden 
as a medical expert. 


Justice De Haven decided that Smith's 


claim was just and Justices Harrison 
and Sharpstein and Chief Justice Beatty 
concurred. 
Justices McFsrland and 


Garontte each filed separate and diesent- 
inp opinions. 


The general opinion here seems to he 


that Smith was too harshly dealt with. 
He now has another chance for his lib- 
erty.

The Virginia planter of the richer sort 


Bhowed a strong likioe for the atately b- 
horee coach with postillinna, but it was 
not until 1720 that wheeled carriages 
were introduced into the legal price liata 
of the Virginia ferries. 


The first regular stage coach m the 


colonies was run from Trenton to New 
BrnnBffick twice a week during the eum- 
mor of 173S. Travelers were promised 
that ''It would ba fitted up with benches 
and covered over BO that passengers may 
Bit easy and dry." 
The most common mode of travel, 


however, WHS on horseback. A man and 
hia wife often riding together, the man 
in front, tho woman sitting behind on a 
pillion.

The colonial funeral customs were ex-

The funeral was 


made more of a festive occasion than 
aucb a time of sorrow would socm to de- 
mand. Whole hotheads _of beer and 
wine woro consumed at single funerals 
in New York. 
In Pennsylvania 500 guests wore pome- 


times served with cat? and punch at a 
funeral, the guests not only in the house 
being served, but those standing up and 
down the road. 


A New Jersey governor provided in his 


will ngainst the occurrence at his funeral 
of rudeness that may be occasioned by 
too muv.-li ritroQB liquor. 


But meata and drinks, costly though 


they were, were not the only expenses 
of a funeral. 


Gloves were sent to those who were in- 


vited ; indeed, the sending of gloves was 
considered an invitation. At a Massa- 
chneettes funeral 700 pairs of gloves wore 
sent and at another 1000. 


The funeral ring was also a heavy ex- 


pense and was always sent to the minis- 
ter and pall bearers and often to a wide 
circle of friends. One Boston minister 
estimated the rings and gloves he re- 
ceived as worth $75 per annum. A long 
procession followed the body to the 
grave, the widow, or chief mourner, often 
ridicg on horse back behind her escort.

FEASTS OF TUB CHURCH. 


One of the effects of the migration ol 


the English to America was the weaken- 
ing of the hold of the old English festi- 
vals. All the church days were disre- 
garded in New England. Outside o: 
New England Christinas was more or 
less observed. 


New Year's day was celebrated among 


the New York Dutch by the calls of the 
gentlemen upon their lady friends. This 
is perhaps the only distinctively Dutch 
custom that afterward came into wide- 
spread use in the United States. 


When Thanksgiving came it came 'to 


stay and the essentials of tho English 
Christmas were given to it. At the fes 
tivities of tbe early settlers outside of 
New England dancing was much in 
dulled in. People in town and country 
alike possessed tbe greatest fondness fo 
this amusement. Fiddlers were enre o 
employment, bnt failing & fiddler the 
dance might go on without him, some 
one volunteering to guide the dancing by 
humming the tunes. 


Fashionable assemblies and partii 


in the little provincial capitals began 
the evening with tho stately minuet 
after this came the country dances. 


The woman of the colonial period war 


notnotad for their intellectual attain 
ments.

His social position was defined and h

In th 
spring of 1751 he was first appointed to 
military duties under the rank of maio 
Tn 1754 he was promoted to colonel. H 
wisdom, skill and valor BO largely con 
tributed to tbe success of the Englia 
party that Washington returned 
tc 


Mount Vernon bearing the respect 
both comrade and commander. 


WASHINGTON'S MARBIAOE.

Washing- 
CD and Mrs. Coatis rode to church ia a 
gorgeous chariot and the invited peisone 
oll&wed them in vehicles ol different 
napes. When they *tood up to be mar- 
led Washington towered beside his 
ride,who waa rery small. Washington 


was attired in hia uniform and Mrs. Coa- 


a wore a white (ilk dress. When the 


paity got back to the White house it 
ang with merriment, music and done- 


After a residenca of three months at 
Villiamsburg the newly married couple 
ent to Mount Vemon, where the pleas- 
nt domestic life, of which BO much has 
jeen eaid, began. At this time Wash- 
ngton wrote to a friend: "I am now, I 
believe, fixed with an agreeable partner 
or life. I hope to find more happiness 
n rctiiement than I have ever found in 
he busy world." Mrs. Washington was 
n extremely winning woman, full pt 
re, and loving society. She was in 
very respect a brilliant member of the 
oeial circles, which, before the revola- 
on, composed a s.rt of court at the old 
irzinia capital. 
Mt. Vernon waa a delightful home, 
easantlv situated and posafcsaiDg every- 
iing to make it desirable. At that time 
most every manufactured article^for 
omeatic use was imported from Eng- 
nd. 
It is amusing to notice the difference 
tho items of orders sent to London 
om Mt. Vernon within the space of 
wo years: 
Firet, as a bachelor, Washington 
rites: 
Two pairs fine worked rufiles. 
Two sete complete shoe brusLes, 
One-half dozen pair thread hoee, 
Aa mach of the bset super Sao blue 
tton velvet as will make a waist-coat 
nd breeches for a tall man. 
The nest year ho writes tho following 
ems, evidently dictated by the mistress 
Alt. Vernon: 
One salmon colored tabby, 
One cap, handkerchief and tucker, 
One pair black and one pair \\liite 
tin shoes of the smallest fives, 
Six pounds perfumed powder, 
Three pounds best Strasbury snuff, 
Hair-pins and sugar. 
Other articles of furuitura were or- 
red to embeliah the mansion that now 
ad an accomplished mistress to preside 
er itanospiidliiies. 
It is evident from the orders sent out 
at the Washington family indulged in 
. the luxuries of the day and hie 
ariea bear testimony to the fact that 
uch of their earlier years was spent in 
cial enjoyment. 
Frequently in his diary is noted tbe 
rival of gnfcets, and the hospitalities of 
e house wero kept np in a stylo that 
jue but a wealthy planter could afford. 
During the war of the revolution social { 
e was suspended, but after tho war it 
as resumed with added enjoymjnt.

the government. 


They then proceeded to the castle and 
had almost reached the Rate when the 
police charged on them. After a hard 
ight, in which the riotera were driven 
back, 100 were taken prisoners and GO or 
rO wounded. 


A body of 20,000 unemployed workmen 


;oday formed in procession and marched 
down unter dea linden, singing 
the 


'Mareellaise." 


When the procession reached the 


castle of the emperor it waa met by a 
jody of .soldiers. The officer in com- 
mand ordered the procession to make 
way fof the soldiers, bat the workmen 
refused to do so. The police then charged 
upon tbe crowd and a free fight enened. 


After a short while the workmen were 


dispersed and the leaders arrested. 


During thia evening hundreds of un- 


employed persona carried by storm the 
mtcher and baker shopa in the Kalperid 
and Frankfurter qnarters of the city, 
]mashing windows and looting Bhopa of 
their contents. 


Tbe police made ropsated charges and 


engaged in conflicts until the mob finally 
dispersed. 


One hundred arrests were made aud 


many persona wounded, including sev- 
eral policemen. 
The mob thronged the atreata shouting 


"Give na something to eat." 
It is reported tbat the emperor wit- 


nessed the riots this afternoon from the 
castle windows. 


A majority of the persons arrested will 


probably be released, but the leaders 
will be punished saverely. 


No unusual distress prevails in Berlin 


except anch as resulted from lack of 
work in the building and cognate trades, 
which ie inevitable In winter, though the 
distressis intensified by recent strikes.

Mra. Leslie and husband came to 


California with the late press assscia- 
tiou aud attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. Mr. Wilde is a bip, lazy looking 
Englishman, who ia considered by those 
who became acquainted with him as a 
nine eort of fellow and pretty well in- 
formed. Ho acted like a gentleman, at 
any rate, and was not at any time heard 
to swear when hia Jistiuguis'ieil wife in- 
terropted anyone who called her Mr*. 
Wilde and assured them that she was 
Mrs. Frank Leslie, having remained the 
distinguished person that she was be- 
fore she made a husband oi Mr. Wilde. 
People listened respectfully to thiB olt 
repeated statement and eaid nothing. 
They thought a good many things. 


Tuat there waa some ground for think- 


ing subsequent- reports show. It waa 
stated a few days ago on rather a good 
authority that arrangements were pend- 
ing between Mrs. Leslie and her hus- 
band for separation, aud that in the in- 
terim ehe was allowing him $25 to pay 
his personal expenses.

When Mr. Wilde has 
Kained a name for himself as great—no, 
we won't say that—nearly aa great aa 
mine in this country, then I will take it, 
and not until then. Mr. Wilde IB a man 
whose attainments I highly reapoct. al- 
though hia mode of life differs greatly 
from mine. I have opened every door 
for Mr, Wilde to succeed in journalism 
or literature, but so far he has not 
entered. Mr. Wiide is very much at- 
tached to the Lotus club, and practically 
lives there. He ineeta me every after- 
nonn at 4 o'clock to drive through the 
park. The only other reason I can as- 
sign for tho report concerning a pppara- 
tion ie the difference that people may 
bave noticed in our daily life."

We will admit what wo think no on\ 


who ia at all converaant with mllitar 
affairs can doubt, viz: that if the Na 
tional Guard of the state is to be consid 
ered in KB present embryo state solel) 
as & fighting machine, that Its organiza 
tion is not ft Rood one, and that, with 
this understanding of ita functions, it 
should be reorganized and placed on t 
practical military basis at once, We wil 
go still farther than the writer for the 
Report, and hold that if the only ques- 
tion involved ahould prove to be that of 
maintaining an effective, consolidated, 
practical fighting force, readv, at p 
moment's notice, to utilize the "services 
of ita own members, end none other? 
the beet thing to do would be not "to 
have three brigades at all, aa the Report 
suggests, but to abolish the division 
headquarters, aa well as all the brigades 
save one, with headquartets at Sacra- 
mento, and with the adjutant general in 
commander, under whom the expenses 
for brieade headquarters could bo cur- 
tailed by placing all the work in his 
offico, and to organize the guard into 
three regiments of three bat'alions each, 
each battalion with four companies, and 
each company with ll(j officers, non- 
commissioned officers and enlisted men, 
or a total of 36 companies, and, includ- 
ing 
staff, 
non-coramiEBioned 
staff, 


hands, etc., alont 4300 officers and men. 
Such a brigade, even with this full 
strength would only be one-third stronger 
than a German regiment on a war foot- 
ing, or lens than one-half the strength 
of a Prussian brigade of three regiments. 
No one today, with the world's experi- 
ence to draw from, cau doubt that thia 
would prove a moat excellent fighting 
machine. But wonld the ends for which 
the .brigades in this state were formed 
autl the brigade districts established 
have been accomplished by such a sys- 
tem of organization? We think not. 


We will also tdmit that to the casual 


observer the staff of the guard appears 
top heavy; and ire are willing to go still 
further and eay that it actually is top 
heavy; there being too many caaea in 
both city and country brigades in which 
men fitted neither by education, traiu- 


practice have becomo educated iu the 
same ; if it will admit that the fifty com- 
(.aiiiee ol the gaard, ag at present organ- 
ized, could, m less than a week, by rapid 


thet with 80 companies there couldeasily 
be congregated 12,000; if it will admit 
that by detaching a part of tho officers 
andnpn-commiseionoJ officers, and the 
most intellieont of the private (and the 
average intelligence runs very high in 
ths guard) the military force could be 
still further developed, on short notice, 
on lines that would Rive present skeleton 
brigades two, or even three, regiments, 
and each with officers that have, as sub- 
ordinate officers in the guard, gained 
some knowledge of what tney would be 
called upon to do, we think we can claim 
justly thnt the large numbers of appar- 
ently useless omceifl and non-commis- 
Eioned officers in the guard are not with- 
out their significance ia the military 
system otihiaetate. 


If the Report will admit that with 


every reduction in the number of organ- 
izations there will be a leas number of 
men instructed in dnties that are strictly 
technical • that with the cutting down of 
the number of companies there will be 
so many logg corporals, sergeants, lieu- 
tenants and captaina under instructions 
that with tho cutting down of regiment; 
there will be so many colonels, Uonteu- 
ant colonels, majors, adjutants, quarter- 
masters and others, who are now learn- 
ing something of ths way to administer 
•heir various departments, that would 
:hua be deprived of the benefits of such 
instruction ; and that with the cutting 
off of every brigade there would betaken 
away the natural geographical center 
around which the forces of the state 
should become accustomed to regard 
themselves aa tributary; then we tbmk 
we can claim that there is some good 
reason for the existence of skeleton cam- 


ames, regiments and brigade?, as at 
iresent established. 


If the Report will admit that the di- 


vision of the state into military or brig- 


imporlant matter, in any conntrr where 
tie rvpreeeutation ha?, or should have, 
a goiuewhat direct relation to theamoun! 
of taxation. It ia the question over 
which, our fortfalheii fouxut, and it IB 
likely to be the question that will play a 
very important part in the preheat caw, 
when it come* up for discussion ia the 
next session of the fitate legislature. 


By reference to the Annual SUtiatician 


for the year 1S91 it will he eean that the 
population o the entire etate in 1SXJ was 
1,208,130, while the total amount of tax- 
able property (or tha same year through- 
out the siatd van $l,G0o,202,-154. It was 
also shown that in the city of San Fran- 
cicco at the earns time the population 
was 288,997, while the total amount of 
taxable property was $301,599,510. In 
other words, in round numbers, both 
throughout the atate as well as in the 
city of San FrancUco, the ratio of taxa- 
ble property to the population was prac- 
tically the aime. 


In a matter of this nature, where the 


population is taxed for the support of 
something that ia for the common good, 
and not for the benefit ol any particular 
section or people, H ia but juat and right 
that m to far as ifl practicable the money 
that cornea from the people should in 
~ome way ha returned to them. In other 


•orda, that no one particular locality, 


subjected to a common rate of taxation 
with other localitiea, and for a common 
purpose, should receive benefits at tbe 
expenee of other localities that are out 
of proportion to tbe amount of the con- 
tribution levied upoa that locality. Thia 
is not ilie case at the present time, be- 
came there ia a large preponderance of 
tho state appropriations for guard pur- 
poses diverted from the countrv diatricia, 
where they properly belong, to pay the 
expimeo of the maintenance of guard 
companies ami headquarters in the city 
of f=an Francisco, where they do cot of 
"ight belong. 


If the proposition 
l further 
consolidate the state forces, auJ concen- 
trate the unita in ft etill less number of 
places, flntl to reduce the number of brig- 
ade and regimental htudquartera from 
whence these elate levies uro or should 
bu dUbcraed, there will ho G still further 
tendency to rob the outlying countrv dis- 
tricts for the enrichment of the localities 
in or near the larce cities. It is simply 
the old story of Franco over again- 
"Pirns ia France!" Audit is the aim 
and intention, of San Francisco to be- 
come all there is of California, provided 
the country is fool enough to permit her 
to do ao. 


There ja something else that the Re- 


port haa apparently lost sight of, and 
lhat something, in a problem of thia 
particular kind, cuts a very important 
lisuio. Thia is local pride, or if yon 
!>leaae, local prejudice. It is useless to 
ignore thia feature of the queetion in a 
country like our own. The czar of Rus- 
sia, in according a line of railroad 
through his empire, may be able to lay a. 
straight edge on the map and Hay, "You 
will run the road on 'that line, gentle- 
men," and thus leave out to the right 
and left some of the moat important and 
populous districts of hia empire. But 
we of America are not built that way ex- 
actly; and there are other things that 
are quite as influential in determining 
he trend of affairs in thia republic aa 
.ho mere ipse tfisit of a single iudividual 


ing inaccutaeie* (whether intentional or 
not, we ara ucable, at a matter of 
courae, to determine). It u tomewhat 
pecMliar, however, that in almost ever/ 
instance tbe error i* in faror ol Uie city 
contingent, or of the position takca by 
the Report, and not favorable to the 
country districts. A careful examina- 
tion of the article referred to, in compar- 
ison with the official returns, by (how 
who care to delve into such matters, ia 
all that is requiaite to develop thia fact. 
But we do not consider it necessary to 
treat of this feature of the article at 
length, in view of the otLer fact that it 
cuts no figure whatever in the determin- 
ation of the fundamental principles that 
should be oar guide in the solution of 
thia very important problem. As we 
did not expect from the tenor of the 
Report regarding the question, that we 
would be likely to receive perfectly fair 
treatment, we are not at all surprised at 
this, and simply make mention of the 
circumstance in order tbat it may not be 
deluded with the idea thattbeBa inaccur- 
acies have escaped our attention.

as to diatributetha surplusage existing in 
ue place to supply the deficiencies- ex.- 
atinp; elmwhere, and not to destroy the 
yatem called for bv the natural charac- 
-eriBlice peculiar to our State. 


We will admit that the companies are 
ot large enough in rank and file for the 
eqtrirementfl of the drill retrulatioyia that 
ave just been Issued by the general gov- 
rnment, but wo claim that this is large- 
r due to what we deem a bad system of 
eckoning percentages of efficiency in tha-l 
ifferent regiments of the guard. Per-! 
entages are estimated not upon the 
ctual number of men present at drilln 
ut upon the ratio of men present to tht 
:toal membership. Hence, instead o 
riving to fill the companies up to tho 
oaximnm membership, to the end thai 
ie greatest possible number of men 
iali partake, to some extent, at least, 
the instruction, the aim ia to keep the 


ompanies down to the minimum num- 
er of effectives that can be depended 
pon to attend the greatest possible 
amber of dnlle, an&thna raise the av- 
ajte percentages of the companies aud 
gimenta. The pressnt system is not 
.sed altogether upon the actual amount 
work done, or instrnetion imparted, or 
en instructed, but- on paper perceat- 
es, to a considerable extent detrimental 
the welfare of the cuard. While we 
knowledge these defects, *e do not 
ink it is necessary to revolutionize tho 
lole system to remedy them. 
Having made theao admissions, how- 
er, which we do* frtely, we aro pra- 
red to make requisition upon the Ke- 
lt for corresponding acfcnowledne- 
enta upon the other aide.

rfwill admit that the National Guard 
Califorfa '9 established for the bene-

communication through the passes of 
the Coast range, with another brigade 
located in tho heart of the San Josquiu 
valley, wonld bo a good system of defense 
for the coast region lying between 
San Franciaco and Ban Pedro; that a 
brigade with a rallying point at or near 
Chico, lor the levies raised in the Sacra- 
mento valley and with railroad com- 
munication with Eureka through the 
passes of the Coast range, would form an 
excellent second line or support to the 
defense of the northern coast region; 
and.that a brigado with headquarters 
aud a rallying point at Los Angeles 
wonld he an excellent military arrange- 
ment for the defense of the

border, as against aggression from the 
direction of Mesico, or for £be defense of 
;he southern coast line from fc'an Pedro 
:o Ban Diego; then it sppeara to us, lay* 
ng aside for the present all other con- 
siderations, that there is something in 
.he very nature of thinga that argues in 
avor of the division of tho state into 
Brigade districts eamewhat npon the 
mes indicated. 
Now, if this system, as at present prac- 


tically existing, and which hai evidentlv 
been started for a purpose, is correct a's 
to general plan (and the Report has not 
yet disputed it) would it not he a good 
method, on general principles, to get 
each a system into working order r to se- 
lect at the start and for all time the dif- 
ferent military districts and canters of 
concentration 
throughout the elate, 


and to build up from thia system aa a 
foundation; to educate the people of the 
various localities to look upon the brig- 
ade headquarters thus established as tho 
rallying points around which are in case 
of need to be assembled tha levies for 
state defense? Is it not better, as a gen- 
eral proposition, that these matters 
ahould be well understood long before- 
hand, and that the people should be 
jmwraally educated to taking thia Tiew 
of the case? With ench a system hi 
good working order, and with a brigade 
headqtiartera located at some central 
point in each district, would there not 
be less confusion and delay in case of a 
call for a general or extensive-levy of the 
military foreei of the Htate than if no 
each system existed ? Wo rcspectfn Jj 
submit that there would. 


Th« Rtport in ita latter article haa 


seen fit to lay considerable stress npon 
the matter of the taxation to which the 
f fcate is subjected for the support of the 
guard, and to the claim that it is nndnl 
ireat in proportion to the benefits 


. 


The guard of this state is not a regular 


force; it does not serve for pay; it gives 
its time and brains and honest efforts to 
the work in haii'J, practically free of cost 
to the atate. At the very least, no mem- 
ber of the guard ever receives an ade- 
quate return for the time, money and 
labor he puts into the work, unless" it be 
from the consciousness that he haa in 
some small measure performed his duty 
to the state; and it is hut proper that 
there should be recognition oa lue part 
of the state, not to any particular locality, 
or individuate, or class of individuals, 
bat that all the various districts lhat 
contribute to the maintenceof tho guard 
should, in some substantial manner, 
receive acknowledgment; for the services 
rendered. 


To speak plainly there is a very gen- 


eral impression throughout the country 
districts that there is not a disposition 
on the part of the guard in the city to be 
fair with them; that there is a desire ex- 
isting there to build up large brigades to 
tbe detriment of the country; that there 
is a feeling existing in San Franciaco, for 
instance, that DO good thing can come 
out of Niizarcth, and that nil the mili- 
tary knowledge and efficiency oiiating in 
ihia modern Promised T.and must of 
necessity he confined within tho corpo- 
rate limits of the New Jerusalem. They 
are perfectly willing to permit the hay- 
seeds from the country fill np the rank 
and file of the guard, but when it comes 
to the loaves and fishes, to the few 
honors and emoluments pertaining to 
tho braina of the organization, tho coun- 
try must take a back seat. Thia has 
been the tenor of all, or nearly nil, the 
diatribes that have appeared in (he city 
press for some lime paat; and thp ten- 
dency of the whole thing has bpen to stir 
up in the country districts a feeling of 
hostility to the city that cannot ba mia- 
takeo. This is a condition of affairs that 
is to bo deplored. And it will become 
still worse if the apparent datermination 
on the part of some parties in the city is 
sti 1 further persevered in. viz: to take 
away from the country districts the little 
they have. 


There is another phase of the case that 


should not go unnoticed, especially in 
view of the fact that the appeal of the 
Report (o the taxpayer is evidently made 
with a vi9w of enlisting hia antagonism 
to the brigade staffs on the ground that 
they are of expense to the stale. 
The 


Report doas not say GO in eo many 
words, but by making the appeal as it 
does, and saying nothing ia their de- 
fense, it loads the general onblic so to 
infer. 
But the brigade stafFa are not an 


expense to the state any more than is the 
enlisted soldier. 
On the contrary, it is 


to be doubted whether their maintenance, 
men for man, coata the state aa much as 
do the privates in the ranks. 
For, from 


the chapeau that crowns his head to the 
spurs that attach to the heels of hie 
boots, each staff officer has to foot his 
own bills aliuo&& entirely and without 
any compensation whatever, unlees it 
be in the faei; that the atate allows him 
to wear his uniform. Where there are 
men who are willing to put their hands 
in their pockets to do these things, and 
where they are made warm friends of 
the guard at the same time, there arises 
a very grave question as to whether it 
would be wiser, on general principles, to 
break up the present organizations and 
to turn these men into enemies.

it holds the state ia receiving from the 
name. We do not question that there 
are several ways in which a more eco- 
nomical administration ei the state ap- 
propriations for military purposes might 
to advanced. We might mention, aa an 
example, that the appropriations for bri- 
eade headquarters ehotild not be baaed 
entirely upon the nnmber of companies 
ncluded within the brigade, but ehould 
30 cut down to the actual reqnirernenta 
of the service, which are to a large ex- 
tent, practically the same for small as 
well as for large brigades, lint here, no 
it other points, tho Report is not jnst to 
ho country. H falls to ehow from 
rlienre thin Mxation proceeds, and alsn 
he proportion the amonnt of taien pnid 
ifiara to the number of the Rnard located 
n the various districts, This ia quite au 


might prove a^boomerang that would be 
somewhat inconvenient to deal with. A 
word to thft wise is sufficient. 


The Report lays considerable atreas- 


upon the subject of appointments upon' 
the ataffa of the canons brigades for 
purely political purposes. We suppose- 
it speaks "by the card" so far as its own 
local and personal observation goes. Wo- 
ol tho Third brigade are not awaro what 
may or may not bo the political com- 
nlexion of the staffs of the various other 
brigades.; but there are no political ends 
to serve-with us in-tbe San Joaquin val- 
ley in connection with onr duties-as 
guardsmen; and aa at present organised 
we think the Third brigade, through on t 
can bcrsald to be thoroughly non-parti- 
pan, for, of tbs thirteen officers on the 
ataff ef Genera) Mailer, seven are Demo- 
crats and six are Republicans, and of the 
total number of officers in the twsth in- 
fantry, if our Jaformation ia correct, and 
w» think it is, there is but one Majority 
on the Republican side. Strict non-par- 
tisanship in guard matters i* the rule 
here and not tbe exception, andj we think 
it an excellent idea. If the contrary ie 
the case elsewhere, wo advise them to 
take example from the Third) brigade. 


Aa for tbe efficiency of the personnel 


ot the Third brigade'staff, we think it 
will compare favorably with tbat of any 
biicftde in tbe state, due to the fact that 
all but two o£ the appointees have either 
served in tho late civil war or gradu- 
ated from some military academy or 
school, or have served enlistments of 
crenter orlesa periods in tho National 
Onar»J of thin o» aomo other state.
